Mo-ment 
of truth! 


IT’S edge of the seat time as the 
first of our Olympic hopefuls 
finds out if he’s made Team GB. 

Twenty-one-year-old medley 

swimmer Xavier Mohammed will 
be told this Saturday, March 3, if 
he’s made the grade at the British 
Gas Swimming Championships, 
at London’s new Olympic aquatics 
centre. 

Xavier, from Charlton, is looking 
for a place in the 200m, and the 400m 
medleys. The top two at the trials on 
Saturday will be picked and he knows 
it’s going to be very close. 

“It’s all going very well at the 
moment. I’ve moved to Cardiff to train 
with my coach, Dave Haller,” said Xav. 
“He’s a great coach and has trained 
many Olympians. We’ve got a good 
strong team this year so hopefully 
there will be some good results. 

“My own chances are good but it 
depends how you swim on the day. 
I’m in the top three in the 200 and top 
five in the 400, so it will be close. The 
chance is there, I’ve been training 
well, so we’ll see how it goes. 

“I train 10 times a week and I’ve got 
no injury problems, so it’s all down to 
what happens on the day.” 

Xavier, who won silver at the World 
Youth Games in 2006, went on to 
win gold, silver and bronze in the 
European Junior Championships in 
2008. 

He was at university in America on a 
scholarship for two years but it didn’t 
work out as planned. “I didn’t swim as 
well as I wanted to,” he said. “I made 
the move to Cardiff and my times 
immediately started to drop, so I was 
pleased with the decision. 

“The programme in America wasn’t 
for me, the coach wasn’t for me. It 


was pretty stressful so it was right to 
come back. The coach I’ve got now, 
Dave, is great, he’s the best. It’s down to 
experience - he’s 65 and has coached at 
eight Olympic Games, helping swimmers 
get 10 medals, including three golds. 

“I’m pretty confident myself, things are 
going well, but it’s fingers crossed really. 
Everyone will be there on March and 
that’s when we’ll all know. I must admit 
it’s a bit nerve-wracking thinking about 
it.” 

Xavier has been long supported by 
Greenwich Starting Blocks, the charity 
set up to sponsor aspiring young athletes 
in the royal borough. He said: “I’ve 


had tremendous support from Starting 
Blocks and I’m very grateful. They have 
given me accommodation money to train 
in Cardiff. They’ve been a great help.” 

His coach Dave Haller is a big believer 
in doing things quietly. He says: “There’s 
a place for emotion but you have to be 
careful not to be over-emotional before 
a performance. I try to be low key as 
I like the swimmers to keep things in 
perspective. Even at the Olympic Games 
it’s just another swimming meet - albeit 
a BIG swimming meet!”

Tree planting turns into bio-diversity lesson

IT wasn’t only “in with 
the new” at the latest 
tree planting ceremony to 
celebrate London 2012. 

Excited pupils from Middle 
Park primary school helped 
mayor of Royal Greenwich Jim 
Gillman plant another six of the 
2012 trees in Queenscroft Park, 
Eltham. 

But they also paid special 
attention to a fallen tree left to 
do an important job just a few 
yards away from the new ones. 

The rotting wood, submerged 
in the soil to keep it wet, is 
the natural habitat of the 
stag beetles - one of the royal 
borough’s six protected species 
as part of its bio-diversity 
strategy. 

Three hornbeam and three 
mountain ash trees were 
planted in the park to replace 
other trees that had died. 

Hannah Coton, aged ‘seven 
and a half, told GT: “I think 
that trees are important 
because they give us oxygen 
and take away carbon dioxide. 
They produce air for us. Every 
time you look at a tree there is 
a nest there and you can see 
lots of eggs because it is home 
to birds.” 

Cedric Sebaleke, seven, said 
trees were interesting because 


as well as producing oxygen 
they gave us “apples and stuff 
we can eat”. 

Year 2 teacher Jo Hardy 
brought along 10 pupils from 
various year groups who are 
all members of the school 
council, which she leads. She 
said: “We were invited here 
today because Middle Park 
Primary School is part of ‘Get 
Set’ for the Queen’s Jubilee 
and the Olympics and we are 


all getting excited about such 
a big sporting event coming to 
our borough this summer. For 
many of our children this is 
their local park and we want 
them to look after it. 

“We teach the children what 
the environment can offer us 
and how we can look after it 
sustainably. These trees are a 
great example of this.” 

Cllr John Fahy, Royal 
Greenwich’s cabinet member 


for culture and the Olympics, 
j oined the dig in the park. He told 
GT: ‘The planting of 2012 trees 
across the borough is absolutely 
splendid and a wonderful way 
of demonstrating our Olympic 
legacy. 

“People have said how pleased 
they are that we are planting 
locally and not creating new 
woods, and it’s great to be here 
in lovely Queenscroft Park 
today.”

This winter Royal Borough of Greenwich is providing extra services and personal support for any of our resdents who may be at rtsic during the 
cold weather. Cold homes can cause health conditions to get worse, for example in people with heart problems or breathing (respiratory) problems. 
Icy conditions outside can make falls more likely especially amongst people who may be frail or unsteady when walkng. 

Using extra funding provided by the Department of Health, the Royal Borough of Greenwich will be working with GPs. the voluntary sector, social 
workers and the companies who provide social care to identify anyone who may be vulnerable during the cold weather and make sure they get help 
if they need it. 


This help could include a visit from a care worker to make sure the person is keeping warm at home and to organise help if cold weather means 
they cannot get out to die shops, or attend an appointment at die hospital or GP, for exatnple.They can also help put people in touch the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich's Handyperson Service, or Welfare Rights Service who can make sure that people receive all of the benefits that they are 
entitled to.

Save your energy! 

Experts help residents keep warm and save money

T HE Royal Borough of 
Greenwich is helping 
residents to keep 
warm and save money this 
winter by offering free 
energy-saving measures 
and advice. 

The support is being offered 
through two schemes but 
residents only have a few 
more weeks to apply before the 
schemes finish at the end of 
March. 

The borough’s Handyperson 
scheme which provides small 
home improvements to the 
elderly has been extended 
to help residents who are 
particularly at risk of health 
conditions such as heart or 
breathing problems during the 
cold weather. 

Thanks to funding from 
the Department of Health 
the service is aiming to 
carry out additional home 
improvements for anyone who 
may be vulnerable during the 
cold weather. 

It’s all part of the royal 
borough’s Stay Warm, Stay 
Safe campaign which is 
offering a range of services to 
help people during cold spells. 
Support on offer might include 
a visit from a care worker to 
make sure someone is keeping 
warm as well as benefit checks 
to ensure people get help with 
the costs of staying warm. 

Home improvements by 
the borough’s Handyperson 
Service includes things like 
checking and setting central 
heating programmers, 

bleeding radiators, installing 
draught insulation and a range 
of other measures to reduce 
draughts and ensure homes 
are running efficiently. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, the cabinet 
member for adults, older people 
and health, said: “The royal 
borough is using the extra 
funding from the government 
to work with GPs, social 
workers and the voluntary 
sector to identify anyone who

may be vulnerable during the 
cold weather and help them get 
the help they need. If you are 
worried about keeping warm 
or if you know someone who 
maybe finding it hard to cope, 
we urge you to get in touch.” 

T he royal borough is also 
working with expert 
energy advisers to help 
residents save money on their 
energy bills. 

So far more than 600 free 
energy checks have been being 
carried out to homes in the 


Coldharbour and New Eltham 
ward by experts from Climate 
Energy, a firm specialising in 
energy efficient technologies. 

It’s all part of RE:NEW, a 
Londonwide energy-saving 
scheme designed to help 
householders improve the 
energy efficiency of their 
homes and reduce carbon 
emissions across the capital. 
Under the scheme, funded by 
the London Mayor, residents 
are offered a free energy check, 
which lasts for about an hour. 


Energy experts then fit a range 
of free simple energy and water 
saving devices such as low 
energy bulbs and electricity 
monitors. Advisers can also 
help residents get improved 
loft and cavity wall 
insulation as well as advice 
on grants and discounts , j 
for other energy saving 
measures. 

Eighty-year-old Mary Scott 
had low energy lightbulbs and 
a letterbox draught excluder 
fitted as well as water saving 
devices. 

She said: “The light bulbs are 
good I was pleased with those. 
My draught excluder for the 
letter box had broken so it was 
good to get a free one fitted 
as it can get very draughty. 
The energy adviser was very 
helpful and explained to me 
ways I can save energy. I don’t 
use many electrical appliances 
but he talked to me about 
saving water and making sure 
things were turned off to save 
energy.” 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, 
cabinet member for greener 
Greenwich, said: “With energy 
bills rising, it’s a good time 
to make sure your home is 
energy efficient. The energy 
experts from Climate Energy 
can show residents exactly 
where their property is losing 
energy and make changes to 
help save money. But visits 
are limited and I would urge 
residents in the Coldharbour 
and New Eltham ward to call 
and arrange a visit.”

Get help with winter fuel bills 


THE Royal Borough is reminding residents 
of the extra financial help they may be 
able to get towards winter fuel bills. 

Cold Weather Payments are worth 
£25 and are paid automatically when 
the average temperature drops to 
0°C or below for seven days in a row. 
Pensioners, families with under fives 
and people with long-term health 
problems or disability can get this help 
if they receive certain benefits (including 
Pension Credit, Income Support, income- 
based Jobseeker’s Allowance and 
income-related Employment and Support 


Allowance. You can also get this help if 
your Child Tax Credit includes an addition 
because you are caring for a disabled 
child). A payment was triggered in the 
area following the recent cold spell. 

You don’t have to do anything or make a 
claim - if you qualify, payments are made 
automatically. If you think you should 
have had a payment and haven’t received 
one within 14 working days, please 
call Jobcentre Plus (if you are working 
age) on 0845 603 5759; or the Pension 
Service on 0845 606 0265. Remember: 
many pensioners miss out on Pension 


Credit because they do not know they can 
claim. You can still get a Cold Weather 
Payment if you make a successful claim 
for Pension Credit as claims can be 
backdated.

FIRST Time buyers are getting a leg 
up onto the housing ladder thanks to 
a range of schemes which help them 
to buy a home at a low cost. 

Locally, the government-backed 
schemes are operated by developers and 
housing associations in partnership with 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

As well as making it easier for council 
and private tenants to afford their own 
homes, the schemes help to free up 
council homes and other social housing 
for other people in housing need. 

After years of renting, Louise Jardine 
has finally settled into her own home. 
Louise, an arts project manager, lived 
in private rented accommodation for 11 
years before buying a 35 per cent share of 
a one-bed room apartment last year. 

Louise bought her new home at The 
Artillery in Woolwich through the L&Q 
housing association which operates the 
FIRST STEPS shared ownership scheme. 

Under the scheme buyers buy a share of 
a housing association property and pay 
rent on the part of the home that is owned 
by the association. 

Over time householders can buy extra 
shares - known as staircasing - and can 
eventually own the property outright. 

The Royal Borough of Greenwich 
commissions affordable home ownership 
schemes in the borough and works closely 
with the FIRST STEPS team to promote 
the schemes to council tenants and those 
who rent privately. 

There are currently over 300 shared 
ownership schemes in the borough and 
buyers can find out which one is best 
for them by making just one application 
through FIRST STEPS. 

For Louise, it was a chance to realise her 
dream of having her own home. 

“I had lived in private accommodation 
in Greenwich for 11 years and I was 
really fed up with sitting on the train and 
wondering if the boiler was going to work 
that evening or not! I had rented a series 
of flats where it would take an eternity 
to get anything fixed and there would 
be constant conflict over maintenance 
problems,” she told GT. 

“Three of my friends bought through 
shared ownership and were very happy 
and so I decided to register with FIRST 
STEPS, ’’she explained. 

When she saw an advert for a 
development called The Artillery in 
Woolwich, Louise went to have a look. 

The Royal Borough also ensures that 
FIRST STEPS follows a strict criteria to 
make sure that all potential purchasers 
are given a financial review to ensure 
that the property is affordable and within 
their budget. 

“I had to attend a financial interview, 
which went into my finances with a fine- 
toothed comb. I found that experience 
a bit uncomfortable but I realised that 
the financial adviser was only trying to 
confirm that I could actually afford to 
buy a home and still eat and pay the bills! 
Once it was over I realised that I really 
was in a position to buy an apartment and 
got really excited!” 

She added: “At the moment I am barely 
paying any more in mortgage, rent and 
service charges than I did when I was 
renting, and I have a brand new apartment!”

Interest free loans 
on riverside homes 


NEWLY-DEVELOPED homes at a new 
waterside neighbourhood are for 
sale to first time buyers under a loan 
scheme funded by developers and the 
government. 

They include one bedroom flats in Royal 
Arsenal Riverside where householders 
can enjoy stunning views of the River 
Thames at The Warehouse, a converted 
building on the Royal Arsenal. 

The properties are available to buy 
under FirstBuy, which helps first-time 
buyers who could not otherwise afford 
to buy their own homes.

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Carr is a 
write-off 


Comic crashes of Blackheath Hells 
tour warm-up show.. .By Dick Morgan 


ONE-LINER comedians can be hard to 
endure. Their incessant delivery can 
grate. 

Jimmy Carr is one of the best - 
quick-witted, intelligent and sharp. But 
much of his material is of questionable 
taste and far too often he crosses the 
line. His show at Blackheath Halls on 
February 18 was an example: weak 
material, poor judgement. ..a bridge too 
far. 

Born to Irish parents nearly 40 years 
ago, the comedian turned professional 
back in 2000. His star quickly rose as a 
regular presenter on TV. He made his 
name on 8 out of 10 Cats, and Have I Got 
News for You quickly followed. No less 
impressive is his presence on the stage 

- he is confident and at ease. He made 
clear his intentions with the opening 
salvo at Blackheath - a sickening gag 
which went down like a lead balloon. 

He’d clearly done his homework for 
the gig, which - in his defence - was a 
try-out of material for his forthcoming 
tour. He delivered hundreds of jokes, well 
articulated and at breathtaking speed. 
But lacking sequence or structure we 
were soon bored with listening, looking 
forward to the break at half-time. 

’’When does the bar open?’’ one brave 
wag shouted out. But the gags just kept 
coming, occasionally funny, but most of 
them barely raising a smile. His attempt 
at a sitcom - with the help of the audience 

- died a lingering death, its content 
simply vulgar and coarse. 

Carr is unusual - unlike most 
comedians he makes no effort at all to be 
liked. His persona is distant, his delivery 




deadpan, and he simply pushes as far as 
he can. “Let’s ramp it up’’, he declared 
before launching into another ill-judged 
skit, this time about AIDS. No subject is 
sacred, no taboo unbroken. While the 
occasional joke was quite clever, these 
were drowned in a sea of bad taste. He 
can be funny and quick - “Greggs is a 
sort of patisserie for poor people,’’ he 
chided the audience from Blackheath, 
but too often he shocks, his strange 
stories simply gross. 

Carr’s defence of his act is that no-one 
is spared and that everyone is treated 
the same. ..(badly). It was all too much for 
some in the audience. While the mother 
with teenagers who walked out half way 
through really ought not to have attended 
at all, Carr makes no bones about the 
show’s content. But it seems a waste of 
his undoubted talent to simply shock for 
shock’s sake, like a naughty boy saying 
rude words at school. Unstructured and 
unfunny, the tour proper will surely see 
an improvement. 3/10

When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

WORKING to combat street crime 
as a life coach with the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust was the 
result of a personal tragedy for Sally 
Knox. 

Sally lost her son Rob in May, 2008, when 
he was stabbed to death in Sidcup after 
celebrating the finish of his filming in 
Harry Potter and the Half Blood Prince. 

“Rob was an avid Charlton fan and 
for many years had held a season ticket 
with his father,” said Sally. “This led to 
me being approached by the trust to see 
if we could work together on the Street 
Violence Ruins Lives Campaign, which I 
was more than happy to agree to. 

“I have attended many meetings at The 
Valley and am very proud to be part of 
how much has been achieved in the past 
three years.” 

After working with Charlton on various 
projects, Sally was asked to work part 
time as a Life Coach for the trust. 

She said: “The project I am involved with 
is working in schools with small groups - 
up to about 12 young people - who are in 
the most trouble at school, for example 
close to exclusion or being known to local 
police. 

“A session consists of an hour’s football 
and an hour in the classroom covering 
issues such as anti-social behaviour, knife 
crime, drugs and any other issues the 
school may want us to cover.” 

It was a challenge for Sally but one that 
she was up for. She said: “My first two 


schools are in Gravesend and I work with 
Paul Robinson. Paul does the football and 
we work together in the classroom. He 
has a great rapport with the kids but I 
am sometimes grateful when a deep stern 
voice is needed! 

“After getting to know the boys - and 
the occasional girl - 1 absolutely love the 
work. Getting to know their personalities 
and how to handle each individual gets 
easier every week. We are able to get them 
to open up and be very truthful, and over 
the weeks I really believe we are getting 
the messages across to them.” 

“I spoke at one session about what 
happened to Rob and you could have 
heard a pin drop. I am now in my second 


school term and I realise even more the 
impact of sport being used when working 
with young people. 

“I always say I can’t change the world 
but if I can help as many young people 
as possible make the right choices it may 
just save someone’s life in the future. The 
best thing of all now is I can use that 
sentence with WE not just I.”
